ROOSEVELT TO PROPOSE 
BIG WORKS. PROGRAM 


First Intima- 
tion of What New Deal 
Plans for Unemployed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(?)— 
The administration’s emergency bud- 
get for the next ficsal year took shape 
today with the disclosure by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that he would propose 
a public works program costing around 
$500,000,000. 

The executive’s statement contained 
the first intimation of what the New 
Deal proposes for the unemployed 
after next July. The chief executive, 
nevertheless, withheld any hint of the 
total to be asked for relief of all 
kinds. 

In revealing his rough figure for 
public works at his regular press con- 
ference, the President did not even 
disclose whether it would include a 
housing program. This years PWA 
fund of $430,000,000 includes $100,- 
000,900 for housing.. 

A sharp departure from the prece- 
dent established by the New Deal in 
former public works appropriations 
was promised by the chief executive. 
He said the administration would pro- 
pose a bill carrying appropriations 
for specific projects instead of a lump 
sum. 

Both previous New Deal public 
works appropriations were lump sum 
authorizations subsequently allocated 
by the President under broad power 
granted by congress.

In 1934 a total of 57,058 persons 
filed returns. and fi. fas. were issued 
against 6,975 persons who failed to 
make returns. 

The 1935 records carry $246,400,756 
for real estate. from which it was an- 
ticipated that a $245,000,000 valua- 
tion would go on the city records, but 
personal properties estimated = at a 
value of $100.000,000, netted a total 
valuation of $91,080,705. 

Water Receipts. 

Water receipts of the city from all 
sources for the first 11 months of 1935 
totaled $1,689,113.91 as against $1.- 
618.205.78 for the first 11 months of 
1934. This was a gross gain of $70,- 
908.13 from all water department 
sources. 

The city pumped 10,597,540,000 gal- 
lons for the first 11 months of 1935 
as compared to 10.154,460.000 for the 
corresponding period of 1954.

Jefferson’s Motto. 


“How much pains the evils have 
cost us that have never happened!’ 
They say that it was President Jef- 
ferson who pronounced this profound 
thought. An Englishman wrote to his 
paper the other day that he intended 
to have the words engraved on the 
walls of his dining room. Why in the 
dining room, I don’t know, unless it 
is not to let indigestion be interfered 
with by anxieties that may never ma- 
ture. Probably some close student of 
Jeffersonian lore might dig up the 
true quotation, for the version of the 
same thing which I heard ran this 
way: “I am a man who has seen 
many troubles—and most of them 
never arrived.” In some such shape 
it is generally attributed to Mark 
Twain. Whatever the origin, it is 
sound advice and well to be remember- 
ed. We are too often inclined to look 
for trouble and scan only the dark 
side of things. Let us go courageously 
forward: The next ice age is far 
away yet. 


“Army-Conscious.” 


I read that a big exhibition is to 
‘be given in several German cities for 
the purpose of making the people 
‘more “army-conscious.” -That is a 
‘very fine thing, but you would not

'At any rate, the German people are 
to be made aware of the fact that 
the German officer, who is often pic- 
tured as a stupid and unintellectual 
type, is not so at all.

Sidney Smith ROME. — Of 


the emi- 
And the Gumps. ‘nent = Ameri-

pered during the Big Boom there was 
none more deserving to be called the 
perfect flower of the Era of Wonder- 
ful Nonsense than the late Sidney 
Smith, the comic artist, who drew The 
Gumps. Sidney was Andy Gump hinm- 
self. He was a money-lover at heart, 
and as he made money beyond his own 
most fabulous dreams he expressed his 
joy by raising Andy from modest cir- 
cumstances to vast wealth. Early in the 
game, as his own earnings increased, 
he put Andy into the stock market and 
won him a fortune. Not content with 
that, he presently invented a long-lost 
uncle from Australia, Bimbo Gump, 
the billionaire. 

Sidney took a childish delight in 
depicting Kimbo Gump s6urrounded by 
huge stacks of currency and strong- 
boxes bursting with jewels and gold. 
From time to time, out of Bimbo’s 
incalculable horde, he passed out new 
fortunes to Andy and the family. 
Money was a subject that was always 
on his mind. His work was autobio- 
graphical, so he used riches as the 
theme of his long continuity. 

To describe Sidney as a money- 
lover is not to say that he was uncom- 
monly stingy or greedy. It startled 
him to find the money pouring in on 
him after many years of experiment- 
Ing with comic strip characters on the 
Chicago papers. His amazement grew 
as his royalties mounted. 

Sid ereeted. a statue of Andy Gump 
on his estate. He had likenesses of 
Andy and Min Gump emblazoned on 
his automobile, which was the most 
luxurious that money could buy. He 
took a house in Palm Beach, and on 
one side of the foyer hung a plaster 
plaque of Andy, on the other side a 
plaque of Min. He hired a retired 
prize fighter to box with him, for he 
was a good-sized man with a childish 
desire to punch people on the nose 
and boast of fist fights that he had 
won. 


Socked on night in New 
rieans he spent a 
One and All. whole hour going 
over his conquests 
for the entertainment of a dark-brow- 
ed tactful listener. There had been a 
waiter in Toledo, -a fresh bellhop in 
Miami and a taxi driver who had tried 
to short-change him in New York. 
Sidney had socked 
them all and left them for dead. 

“Is that so?” exclaimed Jack Demp- 
sey admiringly. ‘Those certainly must 
have been wonderful fights. I cer- 
tainly wish I could have seen those 
fights.” 

On his fiftieth birthday Sidney gave 
a party for about 50 persons in Palm 
Beach. He led off with caviar at 
three dollars a copy and wound up 
with black cherries in burning brandy, 
also at three dollars per head. And 
from start to finish of the long eve- 
ning the waiters were bringing in 
champagne at $25 a quart. 

“I make so much money I don’t 
know what to do with it,” Sidney said. 
“I’ve got a yacht, too. But, God, 
I’m tired! I do five miles of road 
work every morning, but this. morning 
I did seven miles. How is that for 
a man fifty?” Turning to the woman 
Sitting next him Sidney switched 
around in his chair, placed her hand 
on his leg and said, “Feel that! How 
is that for a man fifty years old? 
Feel my arm, too. How is that for

Sidney suffered 
a painful social 
and professional 
rebuff that win- 
ter when the Artists’ and Writers’ 
Golf, Tournament was held in Palm 
Beach. Meaning no harm, he ecalied 
around to meet the New York artists 
in the tournament and soon was tell- 
ing them how much money he made. 
He made more than any two of them 
together. But the New York artists 
had a low opinion of his art and the 
humorists thought his humor horrible. 

“Flagg ” Sidney began, address- 
ing James Montgomery Flagg, a man 
of poisonous moods. 

"Mister Flagg to you, Smith,” said 
Flagg, and turned away. Sid couldn’t 
understand the aloofness of the New 
York man. He never went back. 

Whether Andy Gump was humor 
or not, he became a famous American 
character, If there was anything 
humorous in Sidney’s favorite ex- 
clamations, “Oh, Min!” and “Soup's 
on!” it was very obscure to the in- 
telligentsia, but they became popular 
expressions and millions of people 
thought they were funny. Andy 
Gump received nominating votes in 
two national party conventions -and 
isolated popular votes on several elec- 
tion days. Sidney himgelf became a 
celebrity, in demand as a speaker or 
guest at Babbitt luncheons, State 
legislatures invited him to honor them 
with a visit. He loved it. He was 
a great American Big Shot, growing 
richer all the time, and the routine by 
which he manufactured situations and 
drawings was now so well organized 
that he became almost an absentee 
comic artist. He had a continuity 
man to write his material and a forger 
or ink-monkey to go over the penciled 
outlines with ink. 


Unlike And strangest of all in 
Rete Sidney. Smith's career 
Original. was that his creature, 
his personality on paper, 
Andy Gump, was a flagrant violation 
% the original character as it had 
been handed to him in 1917. His in- 
structions were to keep Andy Gump 
in moderate circumstances, the typical, 
socially clumsy, suburban American 
husband of a common-place wife and 
father of a brat child. As this charac- 
ter began to bring in rich royalties 
Sidney correspondingly improved the 
fortunes of Andy Gump until Andy, 
like Sidney himself, was rolling in 
money and Uncle Bim was moving 
through the story with his billions. 
This was contrary to orders from up- 
stairs, but the steady increase of Sid- 
ney’s own royalties showed that mil- 
lions of people had the same dreams. 
So Sidney’s career was the realiza- 
tion of the ambition of the greatest 
number of Americans. He never got 
education or refinement. He just got 
enormously rich.

. We are told that this is the era of the forgotten man, which means, 
if it means anything, that the poor man at last shall obtain justice 
ey Ot erased and the consideration to which every free man is en- 
itled. 

But that blessed state is not yet his. 

In great cities there are trial courts of two distinct kinds. 

In one you will find dignity, learning, cleanliness, courtesy, costly 
furnishings, comfort. It is the place where rich men are tried. 

In the other you will find drabness, dirt, bad smells, ignorance 
rudeness. It is the place where the poor man is tried. 

If a poor man wiolates the law, he is promptly arrested. He may 
not be clubbed or handcuffed, but he is held by the arm, pushed, 
pulled, $erked and subjected to humiliating indignities. He is thrown 
into a vile-smelling cage to await trial and then is fined or sent to 
prison.

When the poor man violates a traffic law, the officer who gives him 
a ticket speaks to him in the manner of a tough drill sergeant breaking 
in a recruit. 

When the rich man violates the same law, the same traffic cop 
touches his cap in salute. 

Poor men are sometimes hanged or electrocuted for murder. 
will hunt in vain for the record of the execution of a rich one. 

The simple fact is that we still have one law for the rich man 
and another for the poor one. 

Is it any wonder that men worship money and 
thing else to get it? 

They would strive as hard for college degrees if college men were 
given honors, respect, consideration, immunities and privileges denied 
to all others.

some one as a justification for smok- 
ing. It should be remembered that 
at the same time the dose of tobacco 
smoke (we don’t know whether it is 
the nicotine, the carbon monoxide, 
the pyridine, or other substance in 
the smoke that produces the effects) 
slows or retards peripheral or tissue 
circulation and lowers the surface tem- 
perature of the fingers and toes from 
5 to 15 degrees F. This impairment 
of the circulation is scarcely consis- 
tent with a physiological increase in 
the blood sugar and increased com- 
bustion of sugar. Perhaps Drs. Hag- 
gard and Greenberg were in a hurry 
to get into the papers. 

In the booklet, “Building Vitality,” 
(vou may obtain a copy by sending

bearing your address) I say: 


Education, culture, good breeding 
make an individual keep at least the 
outward semblance of calm under cir- 
cumstances which are likely to upset 
the more primitive or unrefined .. . 
Now all this make-believe and repres- 
sion of normal impulses “takes it 
out” of anybody. Not nerve energy 

. .. The harm done is rather in the 
nature of racking the vital machin- 
ery by the release of excess energy 
(adrenin poured into the blood by 
the adrenal glands and mobilization of 
blood sugar, the muscle and heart 
fuel for immediate use.) If the im- 
pulse to action were not restrained 
this suddenly released energy would 
he absorbed or balanced by fighting, 
running away, playing. 


Greenberg, Professor Cannon and ¢o- 
workers demonstrated that a dose of 
tobacco smoke (as by smoking a cig- 
aret, part of a cigar, a pipe) excites 
the adrenals to secrete more adrenin. 

Nervous exhaustion is a lot of bal- 
oney, and nervous strain and the “high 
tension” of big business is more bal- 
oney. These quaint conceptions do not 
jibe with our newer knowledge of 
physiology and pathology. It is time 
to discard them along with nervous 
breakdown and neurasthenia. 

The great American breakdown is 
physical. 

Too many wiseacre Yankees have 
tried to kid themselves about their 
“overwork” and the tremendous strain 
of their large responsibilities. Hooey. 

They wear out and break down be- 
cause they have raced the engine too 
much idling. 

The cultured person who smiles 
when he or she ought to be fighting 
mad, or who pretends to be uncon- 
cerned when in fact he’s frightened 
and ought to be running away, or 
sits and applauds or jeers when he 
should be playing the game himself, 
is taxing his cardiovascular system, 
and eventually the heart, arteries or 
kidneys will pay for it. 

He or she who resorts to a smoke 
in a moment of anxiety or emotional 
excitement of any sort, is abusing the 
cardiovascular system all the more. 

I suggest a short brisk walk around 
the block. and maybe a bite of candy 
or other food, instead of a smoke un- 
der such circumstances. Try it, and 
you'll find it works a great deal better.

Federal Reserve Governors 
in 3-Way Split Over Ex- 
cess Money Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—)— 
A three-way split among federal re- 
serve officials on the problem of ex- 
cessive bank reserves was emphasized 


tolay by a meeting of governors of | 


the 12 reserve banks. 

They convened for the last 
as the system's “open market 
mittee,”’ with the responsibility of ad- 
vising reserve banks on purchases and 
sales of government securities. 

Such transactions have a direct ef- 
fect upon the level of the reserves, 
which today stood at a peak of $6,- 
040,000,000. Of this, 
was in excess of the amounts which 
the law requires that member banks 
keep on deposit with the 
banks. A credit boom, economists say, 
could multiply the excess into more 
than $30,000,000,000 in bank loans. 

Some of the governors were under- 
stood to feel the reserves 
depleted by the Federal Reserve Board 
through the use of its power to in- 
crease reserve requirements, thus re- 
moving from the money market a 
large slice of the potential credit base. 

On the other hand, the federal ad- 
visory council, composed largely of 
business men. has recommended that 
the reserves be reduced through the 
sale of government honds now held by 
the reserve banks. The member banks 
would bny them’ with the reserve 
funds. 

The controlling group—the reserve 
board itself—disagrees with both. It 
feels that nothing should he done for 
the present. It believes controls are 
adequate for a quick application of 
the brakes, should such a credit boom 
reach dangerous proportions.

Contidence Vote 


In Defense of Franco-British Plan 


Chamber of Deputies Gives 


Premier “Blank Check” To 


Defend Proposals at League Meet; Italian Ambassador 
Reported To Have Demanded Changes in Program, 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—(#) — Premier 
Pierre Laval won from the chamber 
of deputies today an expression of 
confidence in the Franco-British plan 
to settle the Italo-Ethiopian war. 

He dared the chamber to cast out 
his government, and, by a vote of 306 
to 252, was given what his enemies 
called a “blank check” to defend the 
peace proposals at the a of the 
League of Nations council tomorrow. 

The deputies voted on Laval’s de- 
mand that an interpellation of the 
government on the Italo-Ethiopian sit- 
uation be deferred until December 27, 
and Laval won out over the socialists’ 
proposals that it be held December 20. 

Laval declared he and £.r Samuel 
Hoare, British foreign secretary, in 
formulating their plan, had sought to 
prevent a European war growing out 
of the proposed oil embargo against 
Italy. 

Not Only Avenue. 

Assailing critics of the Franco-Brit- 
ish formula, which is understood to 
involve transfer of much of Ethiopia 
to Italy and which Ethiopia has de- 
nounced as giving Premier Mussolini 
benefits from aggression, Laval told 
the deputies: 

“Sanctions do not constitute the 
only method of stopping hostilities. 

“Tt is equally in conformity with 
the latter and spirit of the League 
covenant to seek, as rapidly as possi- 
ble, a friendly settlement, a peaceful 
solution. 

“When sanctions arose, and even 
before hostilities started, we agreed 
with the British government not to 
apply any military sanction and not 
to adopt any measure which could 
lead to a naval blockade. 

“In a word, we avoided everything 
which could provoke an extension of 
Italo-Ethiopian conflict into Europe.” 

_ He called the Franco-British plan 

a last effort at peaceful settlement,” 
Bi both Great Britain and France, 
His statement was interpreted in par- 
liamentary circles as an indication no 
new formula will be offered if Premier 
Mussolini does not accept this plan 
“in principle,” although modifications 
might be made later. 

Italian Ambassador Vittorio Cerru- 
ti was understood, diplomatic sources 
to have already presented to 
Laval demands for changes in the pro- 
gram which would involve giving Italy 
more territory in Ethiopia than the 
Hoare-Laval formula mentioned and 
increasing Italy’s authority in the 
areas to be given it. 

Defending himself against charges 
that he and Hoare operated outside 
the League. Laval pointed out that 54 
League nations, on November 2, urged 
Great Britain and France to continue 
their efforts at conciliation. 

“Tt is in agreement with the League 
and for the League that we acted,” 
he declared... “We never claimed that 
our suggestions were to be imposed 
either on the parties to the dispute or 
on the other member states of the 
League. 

“Tt is up to Geneva and others to 
do what they see fit.” 


BALDWIN WILL SEEK 
VOTE OF pe rgee ar 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—(#)—Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin, rallying his 
nearly demoralized ranks after a. har- 
rowing barrage of angry criticism of 
the Anglo-French peace plan, pre- 
pared tonight to demand a vote of 
confidence in Thursday’s foreign af- 
fairs debate in the house of commons. 
With the first panic overcome, Bald- 


win took charge of restoring the gov-. 


ernment order in a manner which left 
diplomatic quarters no doubt as to 
the final outcome. 


On the surface, victory was assured 
Baldwin because of his topheavy con- 
servative majority. Observers believe, 
however, that the deep-lying bitterness 
and distrust caused by the sudden 
peace maneuver will remain to em- 
barrass the government in the future. 

Labor’s action in deciding to ask a 
vote of censure Thursday gave Bald- 
win the opportunity he is awaiting. 
He will seize the opportunity by back- 
ing up the demand for a vote of con- 
fidence with what is expected to be 
one of the most important speeches of 
his career. 

Hoare to Participate. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, foreign secre- 
tary, will open debate for the govern- 
ment and Baldwin will close it.

Observers felt 
that Great Britain is definitely re- 
treating from the strong role of lead- 
ership she took at Geneva in October. 

The parliamentary labor party at 
a meeting decided to enter its motion 
for censure Thursday by declaring the 
peace terms ‘‘reward the aggressor at 
the expense of the victim.” 


LEAGUE COUNCIL MEET 
SCHEDULED FOR TODAY 


GENEVA, Dec. 17.—(#)—The coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, which 
solemnly condemned Italy’s “war of 
aggression” against Ethiopia October 
7, meets again tomorrow around the 
same round table to discuss a plan 
for ending that war by enlarging 
Italy’s influence in Ethiopia.

_than the single day of Christmas. 
Among the Norsemen, and among An- 
glo-Saxons who settled in England, 
the name “Yule” or “Jul” was given 
to both December and January. The 
olden Norsemen had a feasting period 
which lasted 12 days, and which start- 
ed after the shortest day of the year. 
In burning the Yule log, they made 
'merry over the ending of “shorter 
‘and shorter days,” and the beginning 
of longer days. 

The Yule log custom was wide- 
spread in Europe in former times. 
At present it has passed away in 
most parts, though traces of it are 
found here and there. In some places 
in Serbia, for example, it is an old 


‘eustom to burn a Yule or Christmas 


If there is a guest in the home, 
is likely to be handed a spade 
or shovel to strike the log a blow 
and make the sparks fly.

mittee Outlines Activities Designed To Save Property 
Losses; New Headquarters Ils Recommended. 


A reduction in fire insurance pre- 
miums for Atlantans, who now pay 
about $3,000,000 annually in pre- 
miums, and an annual saving of $500,- 
000 in material losses, was predicted 
yesterday by 8. C. Noland, chairman 
of the fire prevention committee of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
provided the city continues its pres- 
ent fire prevention program. | 

Noland submitted the report to Wi-| 
ley L. Moore, retiring president of 
the chamber, at a meeting of commit- 
tee members. Atlanta’s fire loss per 
capita, until yesterday, was 83 cents, 
which is slightly higher than last 
year’s figure of cents, but appre- 
ciably lower than the per capita loss 
of $2.48 in 1931. Lasé year’s figure of 
68 cents was the lowest per capita 
loss in 31 years, 

To reduce insurance premiums and 
to save on property losses, Atlantans 
are urged in the report to keep equip- 
ment and personnel of the fire depart- 
ment up to standard and to keep the 
city free of preventable risks. 

Committee Work Outlined. 

Work of the committee itself to pre- 
vent fires was outlined in the annual 
report, the work including the inaugu- 
ration of educational programs in 
schools; the sponsoring of national 
fire prevention week, of fire. preven- 
tion and cleanyp week, of a school 
for night watchmen and janitors, and 
the efforts taken to keep property free 
of inflammable debris. 

The report reveals that 472, or 14 
per cent, of all alarms coming to the 
fire department in 1934 were false. 
The committee sponsored legislation 
which makes the turning in of a false 
alarm punishable by law. 

Pointing out that the present fire 
department headquarters is in a non- 
fireproof building, 44 years old, the 
committee said it recommended that 
work be continued for the construc- 
tion of a fireproof headquarters. The 
board of firemasters already has been 
authorized by the mayor and general 
council to proceed with plans, the re- 
port pointed out. 

Code violations in construction work 
are rare, the report pointed out, say- 
ing that in recent years the building 
inspector has operated free of council- 
manic interference. 

Work of schools in spreading know]l- 
edge of fire prevention was cited by 
the report. Schools, studying fire sta- 
tistics, ordinanecs, and means of pre- 
vention in books, movies and lectures 
provided by the committee, were given 
honorable mention in a bulletin of the 
National Fire Protection Association. 

Moore praised the work of the com- 
mittee at the meeting yesterday. W. R. 
Ulrich, executive secretary of the 
chamber, cited it as the “best standing 
committee” of that organization.

ALABAMA POWER ASKS 
CQURT FOR TVA CHANGE. 


‘Disaster Seems Inevitable 
Unless Program Is Adjust- 
ed,’ Brief Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 17.—(2)— 
Attacking the Tennessee Valley power 
program, the Alabama Power Com- 


pany told the supreme court in a brief 
today that “disaster seems inevitable 
unless the illegality of the program is 
adjudicated by this court.” 

The documents was presented pre- 
paratory to arguments before the nine 
justices Thursday on the validity of 
the government’s effort to provide a 
“yardstick” for measuring the proper 
cost of electric power. 

The suit was brought by minority 
stockholders of the Alabama Power 
Company against the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. The action also named 
the company. The government won 
in the circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans, 

Referring to contracts it had made 
with TVA for sale of transmission 
lines, the power company said this 
was done as “presumably the lesser 
of two evils, holding out a hope or a 
possibility that the encroachment of 
the TVA program would be halted or 
at least delayed.” 

“Later events, however, showed that 
this hope was without foundation.”

DURHAM, N. C., Dec. 17.—(?)— 
Wallace Wade, Duke University foot- 
ball coach, believes that  establish- 
ment of high scholastic requirements 
for participation in football would 
provide the best means for preventing 
undesirables from entering that camp- 
us activity. 

“For the good of football,” Wade 
told the Duke football banquet guests 
last night, ‘‘and other educational ac- 
tivities in general I am opposed to 
any sort of regulation which will 
make it impossible for the poor boy, 
or the boy who is working his way 
through college, to engage in athletics. 
I would certainly care to have no part 
in college football if it is to be made 
exclusively a rich man’s game.”’ 

Wade last week attended the South- 
ern Conference meeting in Richmond, 
Va., where proposals were informally 
broached looking toward adoption of 
stringent regulations against any fi- 
nancial aid for college athletes. The 
conference will meet next February to 
officially consider similar proposals. 

“T feel that the most practical and 
effective way to keep out of college 
football people who have no place in 
this educational activity is to set up 
a very high scholastic requirement for 
participation in it. The Southern Con- 
ference is probably the only leading 
athletic conference in the country that 
has no scholastic requirements for 
participation.”

Veteran Injured in 1934, 
Back at Top; Only 
Ten-Goal Man. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(UP)— 
When he suffered a serious brain 
concussion in 1934 which forced him 
| from active play, they said Tommy 
Hitchcock’s days as a top-flight polo 
| star were ended. 

But Tommy, one of the greatest 
players ever to swing a mallet, fooled 
his critics with an amazing comeback 
last summer—a return to form that 
was rewarded today when the United 
States Polo Association placed him 
alone at the top of the 1935 rank- 
ings. 

Hitchcock, a high-goal star for al- 
most two decades, was rocketed back 
to the 10-goal post he had occupied 
for 13 consecutive years. In January, 
when the 1934 rankings were made, 
he was dropped to nine goals - be-- 
canse of inactivity. 

His play in the open championships 
this year brought the one-time World 
War aviator back to the highest rat- 
ing in the sport of horse and mallet. 
Once more playing at a clip which 
had earned him a place on five vie- 
torious international teams, Hitchcock 
led the Greentree team to an unex- 
pected championship. 

Hitchcock. now 35 years old. is the 
only 10-goal man in the world. At 
the start of 1934, he shared that honor 
with Cecil Smith. hard-riding Texan, 
anf? Elmer Boeseke, California.

Measured by the Associated L’ress 
average of 60 shares the market rose 
5 of a point to 53.7. Transactions 
totaled 1.412.790 shares against 1,408,- 
500 on Monday. Advances numbered 
411 against 171 the previous session. 
Declines totaled 251. 

Analysts said they were able to 
hitch the market’s advance to no one 
news development. In most quarters 
it was said the buying represented e- 
mand following an “oversold” condi- 
tion. 

Another explanation was that favor- 
able sentiment on domestic trade news 
had pushed the confusion of foreign 
advices momentarily into the back- 
ground.

The price lowering followed a down- 
ward revision equalling about 2 cents 
at London where it was reported the 
United States treasury had taken only 
a small part of the metal offered.

Conciliatory Move by Caro- 
lina House Fails To 


Break Deadlock. 


COLUMBIA, 8S. C., Dec. 17.—(4)— 
A conciliatory move by the South 


Carolina house of representatives fail-| 


ed today to break the deadlock be- 
tween the legislature and the gover: 
nor over the latter’s seizure of the 
State Highway Department with 
troops, an action held by the supreme 
court to be unconstitutional. 

The house approved, 93 to 16, a 
resolution for a committee from both 
branches to confer with the executive, 
but objections prevented consideration 
in the senate which last Thursday 
voted, 39 to 3, not to legislate on 
highway matters so long as militia- 
men are on duty. 

Meantime, Governor Johnston ap- 
parently stood firm in his announce- 
ed purpose to keep troops in charge 
of the department, although both 
houses of the general assembly adopt- 
ed resolutions last week calling upon 
him to demobilize the soldiers and re- 
turn the agency to civil control.

It is based 
on the assumption that involuntary 
acts can betray a tongue and mind 
that are set on deceiving. Truth se- 
rum is a form of hypnosis; it leares 
the subconscious mind—where mem- 
ories are stored—naked and unpro- 
tected by the active brain. 

Before Hauptmann’s plea to the 
pardons court is filed he must answer 
some 30 questions. Some of them: 

“Do you have any evidence in gup- 
port of your claim which was not 
presented to the court and jury when 
you were tried? 

“Do you claim you were not prop- 
erly convicted?
